French Proclamations to their Corps Deplomatic at your own courts — they are ordered

they offer to all Nations the fruits of their labor and trade, to ſupply the neceſſa. 
ries, convenienices and luxuries of liſe, in return, for ſuch natural procure as 
foreign Nations can neither uſe, nor conſume themſelves.

faced refuſal to reſtore conqueſt in Europe, for conqueſt in India and America, be- 


_ cauſe they perceive a proper equilibrium in Europe would thereby be maintained; and 
their own ambitious ſchemes of Univerſal dominion be ſruſtrated. 


Having uſurped the greateſt part of the Continent with impunity, they now 
vent their levelling fury in all manner of ſcurrilous philippics againſt England; 
firſt, as the pretended cauſe of the war — and of courſe the cauſe of all the 
French conqueſts, plunder and puffing greatneſs, 5 


| Secondly, that the Engliſn have dared to maintain themſelves as maſters of 


the ſeas, beat all their enemies's ſhips, and make conqueſts on their natural element, in 


ſpite of la Grande Nation, For theſe two great crimes, they marſhal all the envenom- | 
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ed hatred and malice of the world to electrify ſome delirious heads, by po- 
tions of wine, brandy, groſs falſehoods, abuſe and ſcandal; — fitſt to empty their 
pockets for the extravagant luxury of five Despots; — and next to give them 
a fair chance to be annihilated in the reiterated attacks, untill there be not a man 
left to claim or inherit the long promiſed Milliard! — in the bright hopes of which, 
many thouſands have already bit the duſt, and half a million have been rendered 
cripples! Why doth their youth thus run headlong to deſtruction ? To enable their 
five Tyrants to ſquander away much more treaſures, and to ſhed more blood in 


one month, than their moſt extravagant Courts and Nobles ever did in one year; 
whilſt all their ſtate creditors, stock - holders, and many thouſands of the moſt 


reſpectable families are literally ſtarving ! 

Notwithſtanding this miſery at home, with what indignant arrogance, and hy. 
miliating tone, do they trumpet forth, in every proclamation, their conqueſt to 
the gates of Rome and Vienna; and threaten to carry them ſwiming and flying 
to the Gates of London, which by the Lord they will never ſee opened before 


them; not even were Buonaparte to come with the whole Republic one and indiviſible. 


Bur the Univerſe now perceives what the delirious French world be at, did they 
poſſeſs as much power on ſea, as they do on land. Not a ſingle herriag in the 
ocean could eſcape their vigilance and activity, in their approach to the Britiſl 
ſhore, much leſs a Neutral Veel. 


The French in their mad proweſs would even conquer the tides, and forbid 
them to enter the Engliſh ports. Have ye read and underſtood the laſt imperioug 
decrees of France, ye Sovereigns of Europe, and Neutral Powers of the Univer. 
ſe? All of you not excepting either the Grand Tippoo Saib, Grand Mogul, 
Grand Seignior, or the Grand Self. Ruler of all the Ruſſias, together with the 
King of Jeruſalem, PT ſay if any of ye dare to ſend ſlips to ſea, with the bold 


intent to fetch Engliſh Air or Merchandize ſrom its numerous poſſeſſions on this

But ye are at liberty to ſend veſſels with merchandize to France, and return 
with precious cargoes of Liberty - trees, (disincumbered of roots and fruits) 
Rd. bonnets, Tricolor-cockades, Fraternal - ſalutes, Civic-crowns, | Honorable - 


mentions, Well. deſerving of the nation; Honors of a fitting to your Captains, 1 
Mates, Sailors, and Cabin - boys * — und if there be any room left in the Cabin, 9 
or between Decks, they may ſtow fine copies, of a million of nice French laws 3 
by the National, and Legislative Aſſemblies, Conventions, Jacobin, Feuillans, and 
other Creat clubs — all as good as new at ſecond hand price; which ſaid valuable 
cargoes, you may carry to market every where —even to the moon ſor sale; — but 
not to England, | 


Some dimſighted politicians wiſh to perſuade the powers and individuals to 
„throw off the commercial and political yoke of England, (which they term tyran- 
„nical), in order to ſupport, encourage and maintain the Dutch commerce for their 
„greater benelit, becauſe the Dutch content{ themſelves with a leſs commiſſion for their 
„trouble.“ How ſhallow their reaſonings are, every man experienced in trade muſt 
ez{i'y perceive. But altho-the commercial and political intereſt of Nations, have 
ol at years become almoſt ixſeperable, yet the great number of fate politicians 
of the ancient European and modern French ſchools, are above the ſcience of com. 


merce and navigation. 


If fome of them do conceive faint ideas of commercial intereſt, they aſſume

+ When ſeveral hundred ſailors came bare - foot from Breſt to Paris, to petition the Convention 
Yor their wages due to them, they. received the honors of a Sitting. One of the members

of Beef, and that it would be more agrecable to them, moved that there ſhould be given 
them an Afignat of 500 livres on account. At this the poor fellows ſhouted for joy, 
and leit theſe empty honors, to regale themſelves with a more lubſtantial repaſt. 


How ridiculons, that the Frencbified cononical politician “ who-ſcarcely com- 
5 prehending the firſt rudiments of commerce, ſhould aſſume a ſcientific knowledge 
in Trade and Navigation, and pretend to inſtruct the firſt Merchants in the world 
how to ſteer their courſe in their ſpeculations! Moſt of theſe Commercial knight- 
errants have made their appearance in Europe, only ſince the French revolution, 
which indeed, has been the hot - houſe for ſeveral enlightened men, and at the 


ſame time the nurſery and univerſal. cradle for quacks in all profeſſions. Even the 


vaunted military genius and martial honor of the French, was firſt purified and put 
in activity by the blade of the notorious Roberspierre, who knew to inspire 
courage by exciting desperation — to create dismay by raggedneſs and famine, 
and to ſmother it again by potions of ſtrong liquors in order to redouble their 
F deſperate deſire for ſlaughter and carvage. Whoever has ſtudied the french cha- 
Y racter, knows its extremes, — from Abject ſlavery, to Outrageous liberty; — from 
A groſs ſuperſtition to licentious atheism — from the moſt obedient humble ſervant 
7 to a moſt abſolute lawgiver, tyrant, and director. Were it poſſible for French 
madneſs and folly to inſpire a ſerious Engliſh Quaker with a joke, the preſent de- 
lerious proceedings of the directory would call forth a ſhort burlesque retort. 
7 This ſhallow headed canonicial politician trumpets forth his laſt catch - penny 
thing, with the following bombaſtical introduction. »With pleaſure do I ſeize my

One of the chief inducements of this addreſs was a Publication entitled — „An Adireſs to 
» the Congreſs at Raſladt by a Statesman,” The author was heretofore a Canon at Berlin 
from whence by ſome Notoriety he was obliged to fly — He is now a political Pamphleteer 
iu the ſervice of France, where in thele ex/ighrexed days, — God knows almott every 
Cobler and Tinker ſets up for a Statesman — to amend the Code of European COUUcs, 
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men at Naſtadt, that if they do not puſh in, ſome petty Principalities between their 


reſpective frontiers; the Mighty powers will be continually at Loggerheads, either 
with the Grand republic, or with each other. He might as well have adviſed them. 


to re eſtabliſh thoſe feudal boroughs of ancient chivalry, which did the Demarcation 


duties in the age of Charlemagne. He ſeems to be mightily puzzled for a ſcheme to 


pre vent them from invading each other very ſoon; he appears to apprehend dangers and 


at the ſame time prefcribes a line of conduct for each ſovereign, which if they all 


followed, would certainly embroil them afreſh — and that very ſpeedily. The 
whole drift of his Publication, ſeemsto be to adviſe all thoſe powers moſt concerned, 
what they ſhould do for their reſpective intereſt, — to the prejudice of each other. But he 
takes care not to prescribe any rule of conduct for the great republic, which he ap- 
prehends has nothing to fear but every body to protect, When this mighty ſtatesman 
was propoſed as Secretary to Dela Croix going Ambaſſador to the Hague, he wrote 
a Pamphlet, wherein he attempts to prove that the French republic, and all the 


other European powers ought to indemnify the Batavian republic, with the ſmall 


remaining territory of the Biſhoprick of Munſter, conſiſting chiefly of barren heaths, 


poor ſandy lands, & that the Dutch may exerciſe their induſtry upon them. This 
the great Republic is in duty bound to effect, in gratitude for the many hundred mil. 
lions of florins, which it has already ſqueezed out of this docile Siſter republic — as 
well as for the many millions it may ſtill have occaſion to require hereafter, — the 
continental Powers ought to ſecond the motion of ceding thoſe barren tracts to the 

Dutch to give them en opportunity to dig, plough, ſow, reap, labour, toil and 
ſcramble together caſh enough for any loan which they themſelves may again want to 
raiſe from them, As for the half- poliſhed barbarians of that ſavage conntry Great 


Britain, they onght to be excluded from the ſociety and Commerce with the civilized 


_ Continent! because this dimſighted, canonical Limen mundi, as well as all the petty 


Champions of his over- grown Mistreſs, ſeem to have ſorgotten that the whole of Eu. 
rope owe every idea of practical Liberty, Navigation and Commerce to the Connexion, 
and ſriepdly intercourſe which the reſpective ſtates cultivated with thoſe very barba- 


rians ; and that the heroes 0! his great Republic might haye capered and whistled in the 


chains of despotism and fuperftition, till doom's day, had they not received fome 
ſalutary leſſons of liberty, and policy, from neighbouring England. This man was : 
evidently born, nurſed and educated in the Religious Supertition of fanatic and jeſui- 


tical prineiples; for, he does not ſeem to entertain one liberal idea of the various 
interests which tend to unite countries and nations , throngh the policy of Naviga- 


tion and Commerce, He and others, as near ſighted as himſelf, declaim againſt the 
exiſting commercial connexion between Portugal and England, which they call 
Engliſh Tyranny; but they never propoſe to Portugal any nations to purchare all its 
wines, oils, ſilks, wax, quickfilver, fruits and various drugs, the whole produce 


of that country and its navigation, and which the Portugueſe would not know how 


to diſpoſe of, without an Engiiſh market. They in fact take the produce of Engliſh 


ingenuity and industry, which is neceſlary to feed and clothe them — whereas Eng- 
land takes from them their ſuperfiuily of wines, fruits, drugs and bullion, which Eng- 
land could very well do withont. Ar the Portugueſe were obliged to get their neceſ- 
ſaries and conveniences of life „from their neigbbours, Spain or France, they would 
then be the pooreſt nation on earth, — for, three times the produce of their gold 
mines &c. would not pay for all they want from foreign countries, if they could 
not find purchaſers for their own produce. The Spaniards are exactly in the same 
ſituation, with reſpect to their wines, wools , fruits, drugs, hides, wax, oils, 
ſilk, raw ſilk, marble, quick ſilver ard moſt of the produce of their ſoreign colonies, 
What French, Dutch, German, Swediſh, Daniſh or Ruſſian merchants, could pur- 
chaſe or cunſume the greater part of their commodities? — The French and Dutch 
might purchaſe a ſmall part, on ſpeculation for the Engliſh Market, but all theſe coun- 
tries together would not purchaſe for their own conſumption half ſo much as the 
Engliſh do, the French have all thoſe things of their own growth and in great plen— 
ty too, — the Dutch have very few or no materials, nor but little liking to drink 
Spaniſh, or Port wines. In fact the whole Dutch commerce compared to the Eng. 


liſh, is much more a traffic of Agency, than that, of their growth, manufacture, or 


ſpeculation; becauſe the entire trade of the Dutch on their own riſk and account, 


consiſts only in the Produce of their ſoreign Poſſeſſions which they bring to their 
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general European magazine — where they are ſare to find purchasers. They have 
little or no growth of their own to dispoſe of, except madder and oats, their manu- 
factures are confined to tape, twiſt, ſail- cloth, linen, bleacheries, coarſe woolen- 
cloths, butter, cheeſe, gin and a traffic in herrings, caught on the Engliſh coaſts. 
Moſt of their ſpare -growth and manufactures are bought and conſumed by the Eng- 
nich. Very ſeldom indeed, does it happen that the Dutch will purchaſe any thing on 
mere ſpeculation, untill they have found buyers in foreign Markets, of which thoſe 
of England and Ireland furniſh their beſt cuſtomers. Hence, it reſults that the Hol- 
landers are more renowned for Enropean Magazine and Ware. houſe keepers and Bro. 
| ters, than for great Merchants; and hence the Dutch charge ſo many - fold agencies on the 
buſineſs they transact for others, which tho divided in ſeveral fractions, amount al- 
moſt to the proportion of the profits, the Engliſh obtain for all their trouble, riſk 
contrivance , ſpeculation, together with the dangers of the ſeas to fetch raw Mate- 
rials, and to carry them manufactured to the different parts of Europe again. Who 
ever doubts, of their manifold charges need only peruſe a few Dutch Invoices and 
accounts of ſales. The commerce of Holland as mere Agency, would without its con- 
nexion with England as the firſt Principal, be reduced to mere Brokage · buſineſs with. 
ou: conſumption or purtchaſers, and the different European powers would have the 
growth of their own countries reduced to the value of Straw to furniſh their ſtables 
or dung to manure their lands, 

Moſt of the raw materials and productions of Germany, conſiſt in drugs, dyers 
goods, flax, hemp, falt, yarn, linen, timber, ſtaves, corn, quickſilver, antimony, 
vitrol, ſmalts, cinnabar, hides, feeds, bristles, aſhes, feathers, quils, oak- bark, wax 
iron G0, Who takes and conſumes the greateſt part of them, if it 
be not England, Its moſt valuable produce linen, of which the greateſt part is woven 
in Weſtphalia, Sileſia, Bohemia, Moravia &c., is ſent to England and Ireland; — 


and what cannot be conſumed there, is ſent to the Britiſh Colonies, — 


Holland it is true takes a part of the German linen and yarn, not to conſume, 


| but merely to prepare and bleach them, for the Englifh markets — by the Name of 
of Holland linen, 


Does the whole Continent together take ſo much of the wines, of 
the Manufactures of Germany as England does for its own uſe and for its extenſive 
poſſeſſions abroad? Who purchaſes and conſumes the Firs, Pines, and Iron of Nor- 
way, — the Timber, Iron, Pitch, Tar, &c. of Sweden, — the Tallow, Flax, 
Hemp, Timber, Iron, Wax, Furs, Iſipglaſs, Feathers, Briſtles, Corn, Yarn, Can- 
vaſs, Coarſe- linen, Sail - Cloth &c. &c. of Ruſſia? — Nearly two thirds of the 
| whole Baltic trade is carried on by Engliſh. Look at the Mediterranean! Moſt of 
the growth and produce of the Italian ſtates, the Levant, and of the coaſt of Barbary, 
are bought and exchanged by the Engliſh; — a Nation known all over the world ſor 
above two Centuries, — renowned for its induſtry, fair dealings and liberality to- 
| ward all men; for its good faith, benevolence, * aſſiſtance, and protection, to its 
friends and allies. If they were really that covetous tyrannical nation in trafic 
as the fraternized Canon and his French maſters take ſo much pains to repreſent it to 
be, would the Engliſh have ſuffered the Datch as a rival nation in trade, to ſend 
continually whole fleets of fiſhing veſſels to the coaſt of Norfolk, to take Britiſh 
property out of their ſeas, to the value of, from between 4, to 6 millions of Florins 
annually, Beſides they have the advantage of employing a great number of poor 
hands, to train them for manning their navy. I ſay, would the French, the Ger- 
mans, Ruſſians, Swedes, Danes, Spaniards, Portugueſe, Italians, or even the 
Dutch themſelves have granted ſimilar indulgence to any of their European neigh- 
bours? Even now, altho Holland has aſſuciated with France, the declared enemy to 
England's proſperity, and openly declared war againſt it — have the Dutch not 
been allowed the free undiſturbed liberty to fiſh on the Engliſn coaſts as before? Have 
Spain, Portugal, Holland or other Maritime Powers their allies ever been under 
more ſecure protection, than under the Britiſh Flag? The Engliſh who brave the dan- 
gers of the ſeas offer the ſruits of their labor aud ingenuity againſt: the growth and 
natural produce of all nations, which they could not uſe or conſume themſelves or 
at leaſt but every imperſectly. And what are thoſe iruits which ſavage Ergiand

offers in return to thoſe Nations? Why the half poliſhed Barbarians fabricate almoſt 
every thing, neceſſity wants; convenience requires aud that confort can wiſh — and 
what nation can equal moſt of the n productions I in ſtrength, and durability — 
fineneſs and utility ? 


Engliſh goods are never ſabticated for the eye alone, like thoſe of ſome other 


vations — becauſe the Government itſelf preſcribes the rules of fair workmanſinp. — 


This is a faint ſketch of the preſent conſequence of England to Europe, and to the 
world at large! England poſſeſſing all the neceſſaries, conveniences and manifold 
luxuries of live in its own boſom, can live comfortable and happy within itſelf: but 
I much doubt whether Europe, and many parts of the world beſides, would not be 
thrown into numberleſs difficulties if deprived of Britiſh Manufactures; for, in the 


deſtruction of the Engliſh navigation and commerce, the continental trade would be 


nearly annihilated, or atleaſt be thrown back ha! f a century; becauſe millions of com- 


mon people, abroad are clad in Britiſh ſtuffs on account of their ſtrength and cheap- 


neſs. All the foreign nobility and gentry are proud to ſport and diſplay Engliſh 


faſſions of ſuperior taſte, beauty, and briliancy. Many thouſands of foreign artiſts 


are obliged to work with — tools which ey < cannot get fabricated any where 
elſe. 


Even the world of Arts and Sciences would be greatly diſtreſſed without Britiſſ 
Aſtrouomical, Mathematical, Optical, Geometrical, Surgical, Phyſical, Hydranli. 
cal and other Philoſophical Inſtruments, as alſo proper inſtructions for their appli- 
cation. | 

Although a great number of Artificers are ſeduced or enticed abroad by ſoreigners 
to eſtabliſh Britiſh manufacturies, in their reſpective countries — ſtill they produce 


but faint imitations — becauſe the numerous component parts, of the various ſecrets 


of fabrication are known only ſeparately to the bulk of the artiſicers, except the 


maſters and principals themſelves; — and becanſe britiſh ingenuity and indefatigable 


perſeverance and contrivance, are at leaſt half a century befor ehand with other nations, 
in daily new inventions, deſigns, machineries &c. 


What nation has preſcribed to itſelf ſuch wiſe regulations and rules for the en- 
couragemen! of commerce as Great Britain? 
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Ignorance and calumny have ſpread abroad „that the Engliſh nation levies the 
„ſame heavy taxes on all Europe, as it impoſes on itſelf by its repreſentatives in Par- 


liament,” 
As there now exiſts but verv 7 little trade beſides that of England, Europe muſt 


expect to feel, what they term the tyranny of commercial impolition. All mer- 


chants who carry on a considerable trade with England, are better inſormed of the 
matter; but the great multitude are lead away by empty declamations againſt 
Britiſh commerce. They cannot conceive that the Merchant on re-exporting any 
production, whether foreign or domestic growth, receives from the Cuſtom houſe, 
above three ſourths of the duty paid on its importation, This is what is called 
the drawback. They do not know that the Engliſh Government ſacrifices millions 
annually in premiums and bounties, on all sorts of Britiſh growth and manufactures 
to the Exporters, in order to furniſi Europe, with ſolid, price-worthy objects of neces- 
ſity, convenience and luxury. No perſon, not intimately acquainted with Britiſh 


commerce and its various operations, can conceive the good effects reſultirg from 


| ſuch ſalutary regulations , becauſe they never meet with any thing like them in other 


countries. Thus judging after their own ſaort ſighted conceptions, they traduce the 
fair dealings of Great Britain, through groſs 1 ignorance or base malice. 
Now the French having uſurped a great part of the'continent by the force of the 


bayonet, terror and menace, Which ſeems to have thrown all ye German and other 


Sovereigns into a maze and ſtupor, ſo as to ſuſſer them to inſult and humiliate every 


one of you, belides robbing you of your treaſures and dominions, in their delirium 


have gone ſo far as to ſeize all private property of their own and conquered ſubjects. 


Their rapacity not being yet ſatisſied they now openly declare their intention 


to ſeize and pillage all property w hate v er, belonging to Neutral powers, on 


the open ſeas, and thereby deſtroy above nine tenths of the whole Neutral naviga- 
tion and commerce of Europe and America. 


This O ye Sovereigns and nations of the Earth is the great infamous blow 
the Prench tyrants would ſirike at all all ſocial political and commercial Inte- 


reſts!

cept Prufia , — and which has been paid you double and treble by the many hun- 
derd millions ye have received * in good hard caſh , by forced contributions rais- 
ed every where — even from Neutral nations; ** beſides many millions in kind, 
and feeding and clothing your famiſhed, ragged armies, the ſoldiers of which 


have been ſo many leeches to emaciate Europe. Ye moreover want to ſecure 


your already too extenſive country, by another tributary ſtate of your own crea- 


tion, out of the ruins of the Brisgau territory , that ye may poſleſs a double range 


of chains, of forreſles, of rivers, of moutains Ke. on one ſide, having the wa- 


try element to protect you on the other. 


All thoſe to whom your great wisdom, aden and exceſs of generoſity

Nations — Po ff factum Lex! — They not only eſtabliſhed this infamous law, 
but they really executed it; and to its tribunals are daily dragged numbers of 


thoſe innocent, fugitive victims, — Was there ever tyrant who dared — can 
there exiſt one, who in the preſence of the whole world — in the preſence of the 


ſupreme, the Omnipotent Being, dare to inflict the pain of death, on man, ſor

and when we conſider, that in this ſame ſovereign ſanctuary of the Nation ; the tri- 
bune of free debate has been beſieged and often carried by fiſtycuff blows, —in which 
bloody affair the moſt celebrated orators were the aſſailants. Is it then to be wonde- 
red, that theſe valliant men ſhould wiſh to frame laws to their own liking, and eſta- 
bliſh their authority by all poſſible means? What dignity of ſentiment and cool 
deliberation did we obſerve in the conduct of the Rebelious Engliſh Sailors, compa- 


red with the French Legislators. 
O people of France! how I pity ye under the government of ſuch a Volcanous 
Mountain, — the lava of which unceaſingly threatens you with deſtruction! 


Ye Proprietors and Enemies of Crimes! 


Ys. who have the primitive right to the fruits of the Earth ! ye, — who have 
property, and who do not conſider virtue as a word with out meaning, can ye be 
ignorant of your duty to your maker, and remain inſenſible, indifferent to the 
ſtorm which has been gathering ſo long over your heads? Do ye not tremble at 
the iden of theſe furions revolutioniſts, who not only deſtroy the alaces of the 
great but who direct their blows againſt all, who reſpect the property of their 
neighbour; — againſt thoſe who believe that all mankind are accountable for their 
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actions to the Allwiſe, Omnipotent being. Are ye not ſhocked at the horrid idea 
of the ſuſferings of the Proprietors of France — at the confiscation of their Eſtates ? — 
that thoſe who till do poſſeſs ſome property are only nominal proprietors, — fince 
preſent the governors may wreſt their Lands rom them at — The wants of 
the ſtate devour all and are daily wultjplied. 

Were theſe men really what they pretend to be, — the partizans of equality, 
would they in their ſittings, in their Public - feaſts, display a Luxury ſo unbecom- 


ing, — which ſurpaſſes that of all the Courts 1 in the Universe? Is not ſimplicity the 


Child of equality? 


We way truly ſay the Luxury of a few men, is the cauſe of the misfortune of 


30 Millions. — Such was the language of a late French Philoſopher, one ofthe precur- 


ſors of the Golden age which the illuminates promiſe us. O ye who are fathers, who 
enjoy the bleſsings of social happineſs .in the tender affection of a ſpouſe, always 
ready to ſacrifice herſelf for you; can ye ſupport the thought, that a revolution may 


| tare-away from your arms, all objects of your tenderneſs and ſolicitude, dear to yon, 
and throw them in dungeons, the keepers of which, are neither more modeſt, nor 
more humane than their maſters? — Your wives, your daughters, may become 
the Prey to a debauched ſoldiery. Can ye flatter yourſelves, that republican marria- 


ges will not be conſumated in your families, — and that thoſe, whoſe virtue promiſes 


your own felicity and that of your poſterity, will not one day be ſtript naked, 


maſſacred, or drowned amidft the acclamation of Joy of a diſſolute populace ?
